Toronto, Feb. 22nd.— The Mc- 
Gill Engineering Debating team 
defeated the University of Tor- 
ronto in an Intercollegelate de- 
bate held In Toronto today. This 
debate was of the variety known 
as 'home and home,' because an- 
other debate between McGill and 
Toronto waa held here today on 
the same subject. "Resolved: that 
Engineering can flourish best un- 
der a free enterprise economy." 
The McGill team was victorious 
In both debates. 

In a debate with the University 
of Toronto, which was held in the 
Engineering building today, Mc- 
GiU's Engineers Lou Gottheil and 
Eric Valcre were awarded the deci- 
sion by a vote from the audience. 
The subject of the debate was 
"Resolved: that Engineering can 
flourish best under a free enter- 
prise economy." 

This was the first Inter-university 
engineering debate held this year, 
and was a home and home debate, 
with Ned Young and Don Ward of 
McGill arguing the affirmative of 
the same subject in Toronto. 

Toronto, represented by Blair 
Ferguson and Bruce Mairs, En- 
gineers, took the affirmative and 
McGill the negative. 

The first speaker for the affirma- 
tive,; Blair Ferguson of Toronto, 
gave the principal arguments on 
which he and his colleague pro- 
posed to base their case. He stated 
that the prime incentive for good 
and inventive work was the 
thought that promotions and 
chances for advancement lay 
ahead. He went on to say that any 
system other than free enterprise 
killed all ambition in the em- 
ployees and workmen affected by 
it He cited the example of the 
many civil servants who merely 
"sit in their offices and wait for 
the guy above them to die, and 
keep kicking the guyq below them 
In thc teeth." 

He also staled that systems of 
government such as the totalitarian 
state of the soviet Union and the 
Socialist regime of Great Britain 
remove Union and feeling of per- 
sonal incentive or ambition on the 
part of the average worker. 

The first speaker for the negative, 
Lou Gettnell of McGill. started his 



prise and then stating that It no 
longer exists in the original sense 
of the word.

"Engineerings, as differed 
from technology," he said, "flour- 
ishes only under a free enterprise 
economy, and is choked by any 
other system." 

The second speaker for the 
negative, Eric Valere of McGill, 
brought out the particular ad- 
vantages which engineering gains 
l*nder systems other than free en- 
terprise. He cited the example of 
I ne Tennessee valley -project in 
which the United States govern- 
ment invested the immense sum of 
over one hundred and twenty mil- 
lion doUars. Mr. Valcre pointed out 
tnat while this was primarily an 
cngincf.iinc project, the govern- 
ment could well aford to invest- 
igate and exploit the other aspects 
of the scheme, such as the agri- 
cultural end of it, which might 
otherwise be neglected. 

Mr. Valere summed up by stat- 
ing that engineering as it is today 
has long since outgrown the scope 
of one man, one company, or one 
nation. It has become the prob- 
lem of the world in general, and 
as such it is far beyond the reach 
of one individual In the system of 
free enterprise. 

After a short rebuttal by Toronto, 
the chairman, Gordon Fisher asked 
the audience to vote without wait- 
ing for a rebuttal from the negative 
due to lack of time.

What role does religion play In 
the development of the Individual?

I am 
quite prepared to admit that cer- 
tain relisions beliefs and practices 
have actually been harmful, as 
have certain beliefs and practices 
in other areas of human experi- 
ence. But religion can Rive to the 
developing personality a guiding 
sense of values, and inner harmony 
and Integration, through recogni- 
tion of meaning and purpose in life, 
it offers grounds for hope and rea- 
sons for courage. It arouses the 
consciousness of human brother- 
hood and of equality in the sight of 
God. which alone can create the 
conditions for social justice with- 
out tyranny. It prompts the spirit 
of freedom, of creative and Joyous 
life, and affirms man's unassailable 
dignity as a human being and as 
a child of God.

The Daily Takes a Beating 



When tne Daily appears on the 
various campus newsstands, the 
students take a copy, look at it, 
and remark, "Dull as usual." The 
first paie generally has a sensa- 
tional head about sports or some 
social function, always followed by 
a second rate story. If, occasion- 
ally, an interesting bit of news 
y; does appear, everyone is so sur- 
prised that they talk about it near- 
ly ttll inorniqg. 

The news^tage is almost solely 
a bulletin sheet, and an unreliable 
one at tha' Clubs have to go down 
and firht to get an announcement 
printed, and then hope that it is 
put in properly, and at the right 
time. If the page must remain a 
bulletin board, why can't there be 
a measure of efficiency in the first 
place 7 And in the second place, if 
the DMly did not have to be -so 
almighty professional, it might be 
the veiy place to stir up student 
spirit. News items are generally 
dry dull facts. It seems that when 
any younp aspiring cub reporter 
tries to use his imagination to any 
extent, he is taken aside and told 
the facts Either he conforms and 
writes in the stereotyped fashion, 
or he remains a cub reporter. These 
imaginative writers are the types 
who snould be encouraged. They 
are the people who could, if they 
were allowed, awaken the campus 
to partake, either actively or as 
spectators, in the variety of campus 
organizations. There are different 
ways ot presenting factual material. 

The sports page, the most active 
pace In the Daily, appeals to a 
minority on the campus. Sure, 
everyone follows McGill's senior 
football, basketball, and hockey 
teams They're news! The thing is 
that for every member on the 
senior teams, there are dozens of 
sports types who aren't. These peo 
pie have their chance on the in- 
termediate teams, which get a fair 
amourt ot publicity, and on the in- 
termuMl teams. These intcrmurnl 
leagues are surprisingly poorly 
lupporled. both by spectators and 
sports reporters. An intermural

In former times the adherents of 
religion made too extensive claims, 
and nowadays some scientists ap- 
pear lo be doing, the same. Science 
is the organization and expansion ot 
knowledge, by the method of sys- 
tematic observation, hypothesis and 
verification through experiment. 
But there arc areas of human 
experience where the scientific 
method Ls not applicable— in the 
arts, for instance, and In religion. 
Theology, in one sense of the word, 
is the scientific study of the 
phenomena of religion, but the 
treatment can be scientific only in '. 
the degree that the treatment of 
history or of philology can be scien- 
tific. The historic phenomena of 
religion, as the subject matter of 
study, are not, except in a minor 
degree, susceptible to use of the 
scientific method of hypothesis and 
experiment.

Loyonnet's Recital 
Successful 

A pleating but somewhat unin- 
spired recital was, given on Sunday 
last by Paul Loyonnct. Parisian 
pianist. 

Tne main difficulty seemed lo lie 
in his selection of the progrimmc. 
The opening piece, by Schumann, 
was loo long to be really appreci- 
ated, and his unfortunate choices 
from Liszt could not be enjoyed 
in spite of adequate piano work. 

Mr. Loyonnet wisely held the 
Etude-Waltz of Saint-Sains for hi: 
finale. He performed it with the 
right shading of lightness, showing 
that he excels in this mode of play- 
ing. Unfortunately he applied the 
same technique to Brahms, where 
the full melodious effect could not 
thus be achieved. 

The first Schubert selection was 
effectively Interpreted with a deft 
light touch, but in the following 
piece, the Erl King, the pianist 
spoiled the coherence by an over 
noisy bass. 

A special piece, "Anguish", by 
Florent Schmltt. dedicated to Mr. 
Loyonnet, fell rather flat through 
no fault of the pianist. A concept

First, let me say that our beliefs 
and our ideas need constant re 
examination. One of thc reasons 
we come to college is to learn how 
to apply reason to life. Quite often 
we discover that we have attached 
our religious faith to particular 
forms of belief and religious ideas 
which will not stand up under cri 
tical scrutiny. But it is silly to 
cry out that all is lost when such 
scrutiny is forced upon us. That 
is lo throw out the baby with the 
bath water. Actually, the historical 
facts, experiences and ideas on 
which religion is based are avail- 
able for study, and I hold that true 
religion has nothing to fear from 
honest examination of its founda- 
tions. 

But lo come lo (he heart of your 
question: Are our thoughts and 
ideas, including our religious Ideas, 
anything more than the product of 
physical fads and processes? Well 
—if they are nothing more, then 
the idea that they arc nothing more 
is itself the result of physical pro- 
cesses, and has no more claim to 
validity than any other idea. You 




And that leaves the 
door wide open for consideration 
of the data of religious experience 
and religious knowledge along with 
thc data of all other forms of ex- 
perience and knowledge. 
What about the relationship of 

science and religion? 
That Ls an old question. Perhaps

A definitely 
partisan policy on every contro- 
versy, preferably on the side of the 
minority, would evoke severe crit- 
icism and reply, and a glorious 
battle would be on. Of course, there 
should be no suppression of ideas, 
as was the case when the Roving 
Reporter column on the question 
01 the Red Dean was killed, beyond 
tne bounds of ethical good taste. 
Controversy could do away with 
the enormous bunch of trash that 
gets into the Daily. 

Although the Daily is. in its own 
words "Tne best d....d fraternity 
i.n th* campus," there is nn reason 
why it should be. The small clique

Church had been compelled to de- 
viate from the above during the 
time of mass immigration to North 
America. A time when many chil- 
dren were left ' homeless and par- 
entless due either to death In transit 
of. or separation from, their kin. 
Because of these circumstances 
many children wtr# thrown into 
the hands of society. To cope with 
the situation, institutions, born out 
of. the state of emergency, develop- 
ed to clothe, shelter and feed the 
child. 

The authorities realize. Father 
Shaun continued, that with the ad- 
vancement of understanding, the 
'system of "mass child care" pre- 
sents many hazards in development. 
I tor the arbitrary segregation of 
children according to age and sex 
deprives one of the kind of experi- 
ence that goes with a normal, heal- 
thy type of development. In many 
cases it leads to the growth of a 
type known as the "institutionalized 
child." a type often characterized 
by a certain degree of mental re- 
tardation, and a certain shallow- 
ness of erhotionaL content. 

With awareness institutional 
planners have sought to rectify 
the situation with a more sympat- 
ic approach to the child's social and 
psychological needs. Hence, increas- 
ed emphasis is now on the role or 
private family placement. However, 
it is true that there will always be 
a place for certain well organizca 
institutions to satisfy the need of 
a certain type of child.
